“The other type is a society of free nations, or 


justice. instead of might and self-interest, and 
not merely proclaimed an agency in pursuit of

Such an association I favor with 
all my heart, and I would make no fine distinction 
as to whom credit is due. One need not care 
what it is called. Let it be an association, a society, 
or a league, or what not; our concern is solely 
with the substance, not the form thereof.” 
Finally Senator Harding approves the sugges- 
tion of Viscount Grey and promises a calling of 
a conference made up of leading Aisarteane irre- 
spective of party, “to formulate a definite, prac- 
tical. plan along the lines already indicated for 
the consideration of the controlling, power.” 

As for a peace declaration, which Mr. Cox deems 
so abhorrent, Senator Harding promises it, and 
remarks that “in view of the simple fact that the 
allied powers with -whom we were associated in 
the war have already formally concluded their 
peace, the passage of tle peace resolution by con- 
gress would merely give formal recognition to 
an obvious fact.” . 

Senator Harding’s address places the Repub- 
lican position respecting peace and international 
policy on a sound American footing. That is 
where it belongs and where it will remain.

AMERICA’S ALIEN PROBLEM, 
{The Detroit Free Press. ] 

If the matter of meeting a labor shortage was the 
only question involved it would be possible to share 
the evident satisfaction of the department of labor’ 
in reporting that the tide of emigration which set in 
after the armistice has been more than balanced hy 
the increasing flow of immigrants. But there is a 
deeper significance to the figures given out by the 
department than appears on the surface. 

Every aliengwho sailed for his native land after tl» 
signing of the armistice carried with him a certain 
measure of Americanization. It may have been so 
slight as to be scarcely discernible, according to the 
manner in which the individual took advantage of 
the opportunities placed within his reach, but the 
impress was there. The leaven had begun to work, 
and each and every man was in a fair way to become 
a citizen, at least in his mode of living and his sup- 
port of American institutions, 

More than 5,000 immigrants are arriving daily at 
Ellis island alone, according to official reports, They 
are ~aw material. They come from all parts of 
Europe, and in addition to being unfamiliar with our 
ways they are still in the unsettled social state that 
marks the war torn nations. They are coming here 
in the hope of participating in the prosperity of which 
they learned through their countrymen who, having 
amassed a competence, have gone back to the land 
whence they came. That is their first concern, and, 
unfortunately, often ‘their last thought. si

bly difficult. For every emigrant with his smattering 
of American ways there is an immigrant who knows 
nothing regarding practice here.

Dr. W. H. Porter in his book, “ Eating 
to Live Long,” gives us Albu's plan for 
the easy reduction of obesity. Albu 
keeps his patients on a diet consisting 
exclusively of watery vegetables for 
from four to six weeks. Such substan- 
tial vegtables as potatoes, sweet and 
white; peas and beans are not allowed. 
The watery vegetables allowed are car- 
rots, turnips, parsnips, beets, lettut®, 
cabbage. cauliflower, spinach, radishes, 
onions, asparagus, squash, pumpkin, tur- 
nip tops, beet tops, mustard, and all 
other forms of edible greens. Corn and 
rice belong in the list of grains and are 
not allowed. A man can eat a lot of this 
kind of food and not take in much nour- 
ishment. 

Dr. Porter calls our attention to the 
fact that vegetarians@nd near vegetari- 
ans are lean. After six weeks of this 
Albu allows his patients to add five to 
seven ounces of boiled meat to the diet on 
three days a week. A man can live, be 
satisfied and healthy, and lose weight 
on this diet for months.  _ 
However, Dr. Porter prefers to reduce 
his obese patients by giving his ideal 
mixed diet, but lessening the amount al- 
lowed. To begin with, he advocates no 
breakfast, or a breakfast consisting of 


“the juice of a lemon squeezed into a glass 


of water and a cup of coffee without 
cream or sugar, or maybe a glass of but- 
termilk and:a small piece of thinly but- 
tered toast. For luncheon he gives about 
four ounces of meat, one slice of whole 
wheat bread, and a tablespoonful of a 
watery vegetable. This menu may be 
varied, but the amount taken should not 
be increased and the foods substituted 
should be of the same type as those they 
replace. For dinner, four ounces of meat 
and a little toasted bread, a small! allow- 
ance of a watery vegetable. He espe- 
cially warns against eating food just be- 
fore going to sleep, since food eaten at 
that time is very apt to go to fat. 

One of the reasons for obesity is under- 
oxidation. Therefore in keeping down 
weight it is very essential that a good 
deal of exercise be taken. For this pur- 
pose walking four to seven miles a day is 
excellent. If a little of this walking be 
fast enough to redden the face and 
deepen and quicken the resriration, so 
much the __better.

New York, Aug. 29.—France’s “ vic- 
tory of peace nails the lie that its peo- 
ple are not worning,” Herbert S. Hous- 
ton, New York publisher, declared after 
his return from France. 

Mr. Houston said in recovery the 
French accomplished another “ miracle 
of the’ Marne.” In an article fn the 
current issue of World’s Work he says:

the French people have reopened 5,345
